a more substantial part of the 
operator's annual cash income, 


Borrowers may use Joan funds 


to build, improve, or repair farm.

buildings, and to provide water tor 
farmstead and household use, Mr, 
Sparks sijid thai in addition to 
financing major construction, the 
loan funds can help mec-t many 
other neecjs for farm and 
farm 


home modernization such as adding; 
bathrooms, utilily rooms, 
belter 


kitchens, and many other improve- 
ments lo the home as well as to 
farm service buildings. VVhilo ten- 
ants and farm laborers arc not 
eligible, the owner may borrow 
to do construction work, or mak» 
improvements for them. 


The loans are made to furrn ov/n- 


ers who need credit to finance 
building improvenients or repairs, 
but find thyt adequate credit is 
not available through banks or 
other regular credit channels, Tho 
interest rate is 4 percent and loans 
in ay be amortized over periods up 
to 33 years.
